QUARTZ MINING. 

Tn some respects our people havea decided 
advantagé in the time at which, they begin 
their operations jn quartz. They are bring- 
ing in -mills when experience in California 
and * Nevada has shown to manufacturers 
what is the best manner of machinery. They 
may avail themselves of all the modern im- 
provements. Again, they have before them 
the great mistakes made in California and 
Nevada in the method of organizing_compa- 
nies for mining purposes. In tllose States 
there is now a prejudice against incorpora- 
tion, and it is undoubtedly well grounded. 
Upon this subject, a late editorial in the Alia 
California has the following, after an. ailusion 
to the fact that not a few men who. have 
heretofore had ill-luck in quartz have gone 
back to mining with such a stock of experi- 
ence as will insure them success: 

t Tt is worthy of note, too, that the greater 
art of these enterprises are‘prosecuted with- 
out the aid of any act of incorporation. ‘The 
most successful are’ more likely to shun pub- 
licity of any sort. The work goes on, profits 
are divided among halfa dozen men, more or 
less, and the public hear little or nothing 
about it. The owners are content to prose- 
cute their work in a private way, but in a 


way which turns out to be successful in 
many more instances than formerly.” 


. The feeling is largely in favor of gold 
quartz. The expense of working in silver is 
so much greater, and the labor so much more 
intricate that men of reasonable capital pre- 
fer it. In Central Arizona it would appear 
that our best quartz is gold bearing. The 
lodes on Lynx Creek, Big Bug and, the Has- 
sayampa are large and very promising. In 
néarly every case where any amount of work 
has been done they are found to be well de- 
fined, and to improve as they are sunk upon. 
The mills here and on the way here are for 
gold, and we can but believe that beginning 
operations at this time, with the benefits of 
large experience, and simplicity of or- 
ganization, our citizens will attain great suc- 
cess. We have good hope that within six 
short months the results of milling in this 
district will be such as will surprise, the out-

AUBRY’S JOURNEY. 

The journal of F. X. Aubry, which, was 
printed in fall in the last issue of the MINER, 
is not only illustrative of the daring nature 
of the man but of the wealth of the country 
through which he passed, and its «practicabil- 
ity as a route for the Pacific Railroad. 

So nearly as we can make it out, Aubry 
crossed the Colorado near Williams’ Fork, 
and passed eastward ina line with Prescott, 
or eyen further north. He must be ac- 
counted the first modern explorer who pene- 
trated this particular and promising part of 
Arizona. Tis observations fully sustain the 
traditional Indian reports of the gold; he 
actually saw, as we have seen, the gold bul- 
lets, and found the savages rich in the pre 
ciousmetal. Being familiar with the south- 
ern or Gila route fora railroad, he felt anx- 
ious to know the proposed 35th parallel or 
Albuquerque route, and he considered it, to 
use his own words, every way practicable, and 
with the additional advantage of being more 
central and serviceable to the Union. He 
refers to many of the favorable features 
which are dwelt upon by Colonel Anderson 
in his article some months since published in 
the Miner. He refers particularly to the 
presence of timber. In one day, he says, 
he saw timber enough to build a rail- 
road from the Eastern States to the Pacific. 

The practicability of a route on the 35th, 
or between the 84th and 35th parallels, is in 
our judgment entirely settled, and we are 
glad to see that Congress is favoring the 
companies formed to operate upon it. It 
would be well to encourage the establish- 
ment of coach lines that the travelling pub- 
lic may become familiar with the ‘route.

The Supreme 
Court of the United States cannotoriginate 
cases itself, but acts upon the decisions of the 
Courts below it, and confirms or rejects those 
decrees. In thus deciding questions appealed, 


the decision, whatever it may be, is sent to- 


the Court from which an appeal was taken. 
This is the only way that the decrees of the 
Supreme Court are made applicable. In other 
words, the Court below is notified whether 
its decisions are sustained or overruled, and 
that Court officially notifies the parties in 
interest, and shapes its own course thereafter 
accordingly.

It 
well illustrates the picayune policy of the 
contractor, by which it would seem that in 
total disregard of public convenience, and in 
order to sare a few dollars, he exacts from 
one carrier what would be sufficient work for 
two or three. 
Bat we will not enlarge upon the subject, 
_ although facts come to us from every quarter 
proving a most surprising remissness on the 
‘Part of Mr. Poston, and calling for immedi- 
ate reform. , We see thata special Postoffice 
Agent for the Pacific has been nppeihted; 
That official should either come to Ariz¥na, 
or send a deputy here at once, that a thor- 
ough investigation of postal affairs may be 
had. The people are entitled to it; the 
country, s0 long disturbed by the Apache, 
should. not be made the victim of defective 
mil arrangements, when the government is 
paying _ liberally for service. We hear that 
Mr. Poston boasts that. he has new contracts, 
and that he will show the people of Arizona 
that they cannot get ahead of him. We are 
sure they do not desire to get ahead of him, 
or to molest him in any way, if he will sim- 
ply perform his duty. They do not care how 
many contracts he has, orhow much money 
he makes, provided their letters and papers 
come and go with “celerity, certainty and 
security.” This they demand, and are de- 
termined to “have, whoever may be the con- 
tracter or contractors. As the mails have 
Been carried for six months past, they her 
been a positive injury to the country. Only 
afew days since a party of miners from Reese 
River, who came here to prospect the country 
for wealthy men in the East, and who were
